In addition to the 3.500 members 
of the railroad sy stem and their 
families p resent, there were thou­ 
sands of other v isitors, the attend­ 
ance being between 12,000 and 15,- 
000, the largest attendance of any 
op ening day in the history of the 
ex p osition. 
The day ’s celebration started with 
a p arade of Katy emp loy es through 
the down town district. Two sp ecial 
trains from Parsons, Kansas, bring­ 
ing 1,7 00 emp loy es arriv ed about 
9 :30 o’clock, and the p arade was 
formed just

m arched w'est of Fifth, north of 
Lamine to Main to Ohio and south 
on Ohio to Broadway , where it dis­ 
banded.

p asse, officials of this gov ernment 
hav e by no means abandoned hop e 
that the p resent negotiations can 
be carried to a successful conclu­ 
sion. 
The conference which Secretary 
Mellon and Senator Smoot are to 
hav e with President 
Coolidge 
at 
Ply mouth, Vt., Monday , is ex p ect­ 
ed to clarify the situation to some 
ex tent at least, and to make it 
p ossible for the negotiations to be 
carried forward after the joint ses­ 
sion Tuesday . 
Although the nex t mov e in the 
ex changes rests with the p resident, 
there are indications that Belgium 
will hav e to modify its p rop osals 
m aterially if such an agreement, 
as can reasonably be ex p ected to 
hav e the ap p rov al of the American 
congress, is to be had. 
Just what those p rop osals are re­ 
mained today as close a secret as 
ev er, but desp ite 
this 
the 
day 
brought its usual crop of rumors 
concerning 
the 
negotiation, 
the 
p rincip al one of which was that 
Belgium had demanded as a con- 
dtion to any agreem ent the com- 
p lete cancellation of the $17 1,7 8 0,- 
000 in loans adv anced to it by this 
country during the actual war p er­ 
iod.

Members of the American Commsl. 
Sion to whom this rep ort was p re­ 
sented declared flatly that no such 
p rop osal had been adv anced at any 
tim e during the negotiations. 
There is a p rov ision in the treaty 
of Versailles that Germany shall 
p ay the forgein debt contracted by 
Belgium during the p eriod of hostil­ 
ities and President Wilson assent­ 
ed to 
this 
arrangem ent. 
The 
United States, 1 owev er. did not be- 
come a p irty t( the treaty and of­ 
ficials p ointed out that the p resl- 
dant was w*Hhout authority to bind 
this country to any such arrange­ 
ment.

Pigeons As Ân Indnstry ! 


One of the mop t interesting talk s with any exhihitor at the 
State *Pair Grounds was that with G. W. Howe of Ionia, Missouri, 
who is exhibiting AA'hite Swiss Mondaiiie and Cameaux Pigeons. 


To the uninitiated 
the p igeon business 
seems rather a fan­ 
ciful industry , cer­ 
tainly 
not 
to 
be 
classed along with 
the p oultry or other 
farm business. How­ 
ever, Mr. Hows p ut 
an entirely different 
asp ect 
up on 
this 
business in outlin­ 
ing his work since 
he started it. 


I started in the 
Pigeon business five 
y ears ago In a small 
way , 
buy ing 
only 
fifty p airs to start 
with, 
k eep ing 
my 
best squabs until I 
had all of my avail­ 
able 
rooms 
filled 
with a fin© lot of 
birds. 
I have been 
selling squabs and 
breeding stock for 
some four y ears, and I find the business both p rofitable and interest­ 
ing. 
In fact, the p ossibilities as a money mak ing business are 
wonderful. 


One p air of birds will p roduce 16 to 20 squabs a y ear, which 
at four week s of age are worth from 60c to 75 c each. 
One man 
work ing not over six hours a day , can care for one thousand p airs 
of birds and need never carry a lantern, in which resp ect the 
p igeon business is very unlik e the p oultry business^ In many other 
w’ay s the p igeon business is p leasanter than the p oultry business. 
Th ere are n o h en s to 
set, no nests to mak e, no y oung to feed, no 
mites or lice to combat, and none of the many diseases common to 
y oung p oultry . “In all my business,” said Mr. Howe, “I have ttever 
had a sick bird excep t a few bad co lds in y oung birds being k ep t 
for breeders.” 


Now about feed—the biggest p roblem in the p oultry business. 
One p air of p igeons, raising 16 to 20 squabs which are sold at four 
week s, will consume about 100 p ounds of feed, this feed beihg mostly 
good y ellow corn and k affir corn on ground, thus costing 2c to 3c 
a p ound under p resent mark et p rice. 


T he’p op ular imp ression that this business should be conducted 
near the large cities where tho demand for squabs Is greater, is 
wrong. 
Squabs can alway s be ship p ed to the mark et, and it is 
easier and cheap er to ship 16 squabs from the country to the city 
than to ship 100 p ounds of feed from the country to the city or 
suburbs. 


Mr. Howe believes that Central Missouri is p articularly suited 
to this industry and calls attention to the fact that many families 
in smaller communities have some building where 25 to 35 p airs 
of p igeons could be cared for, p roducing for the family the finest of 
meat, a meat that p hy sicians recommend for the sick and therefore 
certainly good for those that are w’ell. 
The squab of the ordinary 
barn p igeon does not obtain sufficient size to mak e its k eep p rofit­ 
able, but there are many varieties of commercial p igeons, the raising 
of which would p rove p rofitable on either a small or large scale.

The appeal signed by the governor 
general states theer are about 12,000 
lepers In the Philippines, 5,600 
of 
whom 
the 
segregated 
and under 
treatment 
on 
Culion 
Island—the 
world’s largest leper 
colony . 
The 
care and treatment of leprosy has 
been carried on here steadily for the 
past twenty y ears and in intensive 
form during the past 
three 
y ears. 
Well known ex perts on leprosy have 
visited Culion and are unstinted In 
their praise of the work being done. 
Efforts have been limited only by the 
means available. 
The 
results 
are 
most encouraging, as already they 
have 449 negatives and several hun­ 
dred more in sight. Seventy -five per 
cent of the cases under treatment 
are improved and 19 6 have been re­ 
turned to their homes as cured.

wants to 
raise a million dollars for the erec­ 
tion of additional buildings, roads to
